West Virginia was forecast today by 
officials here in view of the complete 
quiet which has prevailed since the 
regulars reached the scene of conflict. 


High officials of the administration 


•were loath to order the 
troops into 


West Virginia and it was predicted 
today that they will seize the first op- 
portunity to bring them out. 


What w ill follow the withdrawal of 


hte regulars is a matter of conjecture 
among officials here. 
Some officials 


believe that the situation has quieted 
to such an extent that bot"h sides will 
take a more sober view of the 
diffi- 


culties that have led to open warfare. 
Others, however, incline to the belief 
that the struggle between the miners 
and the operators will be renewed 
w,ith fresh intensity as soon as the 
soldiers leave. 


If Presidetn Harding and members 


of his cabinet who spent Labor Day 
away from Washington reach Wash- 
ington in time today it is 
probable 


that the regular Tuesday meeting of 
^ie president and cabinet will be held 
and consideration will be given the 
West Virginia situation.

Chamber of Commerce, he brought 
the competing essential industries in- 
to war production and price fixing 
organizations All anti-trust laws were 
waived for the great emergency—tho 
xvinning of the war—and all consider- 
ations set aside excepting those of 
production to meet the needs of the 
country at porfltable but not extori- 
onate cost prices. 


The industry organizat'ons created 


their war service committees which 
arranged all details of production and 
prices with Baruch and his war in- 
dustries Ixiard 
There were short in- 


vestigations into production costs and 
quick decisions by the 
price-fixing 


committee, of which Robert S Brook- 
ings was chairman. The result was 
production at maximum without com- 
petition or price cutting.

Mr. Kahn's statement comes at a time when we are called

We have done this in the 
past, thanks to our abundant natural resources. At present we 
are too heavily burdened with other ills to carry the weight of 
bad laws and bad business practices. Mr. Kahn is right—we 
need a program.

The Solvency Of Labor 
T 


HE third reduction in wages ordered by,the United States 


Steel Corporation since the decline in prices occasions ques- 
tions for which no ready answer is available. The impending 
cut reduces the wage of the common laborer—-the great major- 
ity of steel workers are thus classified—to $8 for a ten-hour day. 
Nobody who gives intelligent consideration to the facts imagines 
that an American-family can live in decency and in health on 
such earnings. The most recent study of the cost of living for 
a family of five reckoned that something over $1,600 was re- 
quired in Detroit. 
Clearly every steel worker who attempts to 


support a wife and children on $3 a clay must accordingly find a 
growing deficit. This may show itself for a time in actual debts. 
It may be measured by sickness or underfeeding or overcrowd- 
ing. In the cotton regions of the south similar conditions have 
eventuated in the outbreak of a pellagra epidemic. 


The steel corporation was reluctant to reduce wages. 
Judge Gary's course in this matter has been far wiser and more. 
Civilized than that of many other leaders of industry who have 
been eager to utilize a period of depression to strike a blow at 
labor. 
Judge Gary, on the other hand, has expressed his de- 
sire to let wage reductions await a lowering in the cost of living. 
Conditions have compelled action. Some of those conditions 
were inherent in the steel industry. Many buyers have felt that 
steel prices were still to be stabilized at lower levels. They have 
argued that lower labor costs were essential. That is perfectly 
sound reasoning if labor is merely a commodity. At the pres- 
ent time in this country it is very common to consider labor only 
as an item in the cost of production. From that gross and in- 
human point of view the case is perfect in favor of lower wages. 
What Judge Gary does with regret, the man who thinks of labor 
as a commodity comparable to raw materials does without 
emotion. 


Labor, however, is only in certain relationships s. com- 


modity. Human service is a commodity, but the artificer is 
greater than the thing he produces. Just now society is unable 
to differentiate between the product and the9man. Ten hours' 
labor in a steel mill may be worth only $3 in a competitive 
market, but the cost of maintaining a laborer, his wife, and chil- 
dren may at the same time be $5.50. The steel company which 
wants to be solvent cannot pay more than $3. That transfers 
the burden of insolvency to the family. 
During a time of de- 


pression such as this there is no answer to this dilemma. But 
the case is not permanently desperate. During recent years the 
conviction has been growing in all classes that living wages for 
workers must be the first charge upon industry. John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., has expressed such a belief. The' settlement of the 
British coal strike was made possible by the recognition of t,he 
principle. In this country Mr. Rockefeller still speaks for a 
minority. As that minority grows, as it has in England and Aus- 
tralia, the solvency of the worker's family will be considered 
alongside the problems of industry, and a "solution just to both 
will be sought.
